The Wilcoxes had come to head- 
quarters to discuss a purported 
extortion note which has figured 
largely In the case up to now 
and which was supposedly aimed 
at Wilcox through his 18-year-old 
daughter, Virginia.

Born was found shot yesterday 
less than 15 minutes after he had 
tried unsuccessfully to reach young 
JCennamer by telephone.

asked the jailer to let Kennamer 
come to the phone. The jailer re- 
fused. 


"Oh, hell," Born was heard to 
eay as he hung up.

Prince Paul Is known to have 


raised the English opinion of 
Yugoslavia 
enormously during 


his recent visit to- London, but 
it was feared here that much of 
his good work had been marred 
by the precipitate action of home 
authorities in expelling residents 
from Yugoslavia at a time when 
the case against Hungary for its 
alleged 
harboring of terrorist* 
was being heard in th« judicial 
atmosphere of Geneva. 


Yugoslavia authorities said that 
it was utterly untrue, as reported 
abroad, that more. than 2,000,000 
Yugoslavia were ordered to swear 
loyalty to little King Peter as a 
"trial mobilization." 


They said that thousands of 


citizens, such as railway workers, 
civil servants, government'employ- 
es and soldiers took the oath of 
allegiance to the new king every 
day as a matier of form. Yester- 
day, 
for example 20,000 army re- 
cruits throughout Yugoslavia took 
such an oath.

HARLINGEN, Texas, Dec. 7.— 


(Spl.)— Texans 
today 
own 
72 


parks aggregating 258,405 acres 
&nd the Federal government Is 
expending more than $6,000,000 in 
their 
improvement 
while 
the 
state is spending nothing in this 
work, it was brought out at the 
meeting of the Texas Editorial 
Association at Harlingen. 


These parks have not cost the 
taxpayers of Texas one cent for 
lands as all acreage has been 
donated, President. Frank Gates 
of Bartlett pointed out. Neither 
has the state ever appropriated 
any funds for improvement work. 


Following the organization 
of 


the State Parks Association and 
the appointment of 
the 
parks 
board by Governor Pat M. Neff, 
upon authorization of the legisla- 
ture 11 years ago, these officers 
have served without salary and 
have paid their own expenses in 
carrying on this work. 


Taking cognizance of this sit- 


uation the Texas Editorial Asso- 
ciation adopted a resolution ex- 
pressing approval of the unselfish 
service of the parks board and 
of the association, and also of- 
fered their smypathetic co-opera- 
tion toward carrying out the slo- 
gan of the board for "a state 
park every 100 miles In Texas." 
The resolution also commend- 


ed the board and the associa- 
tion for -their efforts toward lo- 
cating and marking the historic 
spots of interest over the state 
before Centennial year opens in 
1936, 


Inasmuch as the last special

of the 
legislature

powered and requested the parks 
board to continue this work, but 
made no appropriation to carry 
out its wishes, the Texas Adi-

county teachers Saturday morn- 
Jnif in the Junior High school au- 
ditorium. He depicted the present 
"philosophy of education" as work- 
ins toward the wrong ends, and 
fiiiggeated a thorouth revision of 
curriculums, after definite objec- 
tives .had been agreed upon. 


Before 
the 
principal address, 
talks were made »y Mrs. C. O. 
Pollard, Henderson, president of 
thef twelfth district P. T. A.: Mrs. 
Sims Barnwell of Henderson, on 
parent education,' and W. T. Dug- 


,IU- executive circle ten council, 
- 
Boy Scouts of America. Dallas. 


Two numbers were played by 
Mrs. Finis Farr's violin ensemble, 
•With Mrs. Minnie Sutton playing 
the accompaniment, and Rev. E. 
T. MUler, pastor of the First Bap- 
.t'it church pronounced the invo- 
cation. County Superintendent G. 
H. Brown and O. F. Allen, princi- 
pal of the Junior High school, 
•welcomed the 
teachers. 
Nolan 
Bbyd, director genera] of the Na- 
varro County University of Texas 
Jnterscholastlc League, made sev- 
eral 
announcements 
concerning 


the operation of the league this 
year, and named several directors 
of various events. 
Aims and Policies of P. T. A. 
Mrs. Pollard 
spoke at length 


Upon the aims and policies of the 
Parent-Teacher association, 
and 
apent considerable time In giving 
practical demonstrations' of how 
members should get better ac- 
quainted, how thev should sing, 
•mile and play games. Mrs. Pol- 
lard .suggested that the organiza- 
tions adopt a major project and 
work, to but one end, and that is 
to see this project completed. 
"Mrs. Barnwell told of the ob- 
jectives' and especially of the pres- 
ent need of parent education. She 
Bald that the field is wide open 
for .parents and teachers to learn 
the proper ways to deal with chil- 
dren in order to bring out their 
best .possibilities. She stressed the 
present need for a closer feeling 
of 
companionship between 
chil- 
dren and their parents and their 
teachers. These things are arriv- 
•.*d at correctly only through study, 
«he declared. 
Mr.. Duggan's talk dealt 
with 
tie Boy Scout program, how it 
dove-tails with school work, and 
is a -means to an end for the ones 
participating. Me said the move- 
ment takes all of a boy's time that 
Is not 'needed elsewhere. 
The 
speaker also showed that scouting 
makes boys do upbuilding and 
wholesome things because 
they 


•want to. and not because they are 
lorceoLto. In closing Mr. Duggan 
told how the -Boy Scout program 
has b'een adapted to rural commu- 
nities, and discussed the organiza- 
tion of groups in Navarro county. 
Hughes Introduced, 


Dr. Hughes was introduced by 
County 
Superintendent 
Brown. 
After a number of preliminary 
remarks, Dr. Hughes said his ad- 
drew might be titled, "Wanted, a 
Philosophy 
of 
Education." 
He 
told of", a recent drive to revise 
curriculums. and to that end an 
Organization was set up. 
"j'Discusslng the aims, ends and 
abjections of present day educa- 
tion, Dr. Hughes recalled some of 
tj>e old objectives. 
Among them 
were the Puritan philosophy 
of 
teaching reading in order that 
rple could read the Bible: later 
was discovered the child had 
capabilities and powers of men- 
tal development, and educational 
methods were set up to end crime 


: and' poverty; the French then ac- 
cepted the philosophy that men 
were born free and equal, and 
Americans utilized that Idea in 
(their education to teach every one 
a certain . amount, in order that 


/• they could become better citizens, 
and the last philosophy was to ed- 
ucate in order to train minds and 
to stimulate thinking. 
Last Philosophy Discarded. 
Dr. Hughes said the last philos- 
ophy has been discarded, since 
it did not train minds. He rap- 
ped, 
the old time methods, some 
of which are still clung to, to 
make pupils memorize page after 
page of material in order to pass 
a quiz, after which they forgot all 
the -facts. 
In the .last generation, according 
to Dr. Hughes, it has been decided 
that it Is not 
the facts 
that 
amount to anything to a pupil, but 
the important thing is knowing 
how to use them in solving pres- 
ent-day problems. 
This method 
was further scouted by the speak- 
' er, when he declared pupils have 
been forced to memorize the name 
and position of every bone in the 
human anatomy, 
and to 
know 
about the circulation of the blood, 
yet they were not taught how to 
properly care for the body. 
Should Teach How to Live. • 
"The philosophy 
of 
education 


I should not be a memorizing of 
facts, but the school should lead 
the students through a series of 
experiences from the first grade 
through high school, all working 
' toward a single objective." Later 
in his address the speaker said the 
objective should be to teach chil- 
dren to "live the good life." 
The A. and M. professor said a 
teacher is not efficient until he or 
•he knows the end to which they 
are leading the pupils. 
At this 
time Dr. Hughes declared that it 
has not been decided exactly what 
the goal of education is. but it is 


\ faat being found many values that 
have been held up as paramount 
are false ones. 
"We have misled students into 
believing that education has 
a 
financial value, and is the key to 
financial and social success. This 
is absolutely wrong, and we are 


• on the wrong road, if that is the 
end of education we emphasize." 
The speaker showed other reasons 
that today there is no philosophy 
of education, and therefore no ba- 


upon which to revise currlcu- 
, .iscUssing the curriculums, Dr. 
declared: 
"You have 
^. 
Borne of the rottenest, the trash- 
iest and most useless things in 
your curriculums, and they should 
be discarded, and others substi- 
tuted." 
"The end toward which educa- 
tion should reach is to prepare 
children to live 'the good life,' 
which Is defined as one to enable 
a person to render the most ser- 
vice to others," Dr. Hughes said. 
He pointed to the fact that a per- 
son should put more into life than 
thev 'take out of It. The speaker 
further declared that the currlcu-
